problems of a city are all tangbst up 
with the housing problem and to realize 
that housing reform is fundamental. 
From that time on I began to con­ 
centrate my energies upon this one 
thing, which has become my life work.

Experiments Show That Cattie Thrive 
Bettor W hen Not Confined. 
There has been some difference of 
opinion among cattle feeders its to the 
relative merits of open shed fetnling 
and feeding in inclosed quarters. Some 
of tile leading experiment stations of 
the country have recently conducted 
experiments along this line. 
At tho 
Missouri station steers fed in a barn 
made a daily gain of 1.7 pounds, while 
another lot of the same age and breed 
fed in an open shed made a dally gain 
of 1.9 pounds. The same lots of steers 
gained 5.2 pounds dally for each bushel 
of corn when f»sJ Iff an open shed and 
only 4.9 pounds when fed in the barn. 
The steers fed in the open shed ate 
19.3 pounds of digestible m atter per 
pound of gain, while the burn fed 
steers ate 11.3 pounds cf digestible 
matter per pound. 
At the Pennsylvania station a com­ 
parison of baru and opeu shed feeding 
has been made. 
Both lots of steers 
were fed shelled corn and corn silage 
to the limit of their capacity. 
The 
barn f»*d lot made an average dally 
gain for live mouths of 2.13 pounds 
as com I aired with 2.3(5 pounds for the 
lot fed in an open shed. 
The cost of 
producing IOU pounds gain In the lot 
fell in tile burn was $11.05. 
The cost 
of producing IOO pounds gain In Hic 
lot foil in an open shed was $10.03. 
We may conclude from these experi­ 
m ents, says Better Panning, t h a t it 
is not necessary ti> feed cattie in in­ 
closed quarters. 
There Is sufficient 
heat generated in the animal's body In 
tile processes of mastication, digestion 
and assimilation to maintain tile prop­ 
er body temperature. 
A reasonable 
amount of cold is a benefit to such ani­ 
mals rather than a detriment. 
All 
that fattening rattle need iii tile way 
of shelter is an o|H*n shed to protect 
them* from rain and snow, 
lf tile skin 
and hair are wet, heat Is radiated from 
tin* bialy very rapidly sud often in e x ­
